list includes those who will graduate 
from high school in June.

today. 
Miss Hearst, one of the most 
celebrated kidnap victims of the 
century, was herself to be charged 
with kidnaping and other crimes 
today as an alleged active terrorist 
of the SLA. 
Anxious to stamp out the last of 
the SLA, the FBI and police pressed 
an intense manhunt for the 20-year- 
old publishing heiress and Emily 
and William Harris, set up special 
arrangements for them to surrender 
by telephone, or to the Los Angeles

Federal charges of violating laws

Monday, and the FB I Tuesday began 
distributing 175,000 wanted posters, 
bearing Miss Hearst’s photo with 
the warning she 
is 
“ considered 
armed and extremely dangerous.’’ 
The Los Angeles Times reported 
that Matthews said he discussed 
with Miss Hearst her conversion to 
the side of her kidnapers during the 
12 hours he said he was held prisoner 
by her and the Harrises last week. 
As they drove around the Los 
Angeles 
area 
in 
M atthew s’s 
commandeered van last Thursday, 
looking for a hacksaw blade to get a 
handcuff manacle off Harris’ wrist, 
Miss Hearst told Matthews she was 
“ not a willing victim ” in a staged 
kidnaping, the newspaper said. 
Suspicions that Miss Hearst was 
involved in a fake kidnaping were 
voiced after she announced in a tape 
recording that she wanted to “ stay 
and fight as a soldier” with the SLA, 
under the revolutionary name of 
“Tania.” 


Stevens’ view that “ We have here 
one of those issues in a small 
community that could easily divide 
the community.” 
“ I would hope,“ Stevens said, 
“ that it might be possible for these 
two groups 
tonight to agree to 
appoint a committee and at least 
make an effort to resolve that issue 
between you in a way that could de- 
ignite it in a sense that we would not 
have such an issue that could divide 
the city .” 
As an ordinance, Councilman Art 
Scott added, the measure would 
m ake 
noncom plying

operators subject to a maximum 
penalty of a $500 fine and-or six 
months in jail. 
The 
proposed

brought to the council floor by Mrs. 
Joy Browder of 409 South L Street, 
who 
said 
she’d 
collected 
2,636 
signatures supporting it. About a 
quarter of these, she added, were of 
residents of outlying county areas. 
Calling gasoline sales “ a unique 
type of business” vending “a unique 
and essential kind of product,” she 
rebutted station owners’ arguments 
that the measure would unfairly 
discriminate against them.

said, 
prices 
have 
fluctuated 
rapidly 
and 
“ we 
the 
people who buy, the consumers, 
must be able to keep up with these 
prices in order to fight inflation 
which, as everyone here knows, is 
eating at every one of our pocket 
books.” 
Calling gasoline “ a product with 
which we’ve had a great many 
abuses during the shortage,” she 
related an unverified claim of price 
gouging at 
a local station in 
February. This case, she added, is 
being investigated by the Internal 
Revenue Service.

Kissinger continues 
hope for breakthrough 


DAMASCUS (U P I) - Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger sought a 
breakthrough tonight to complete 
the agreement on military disen­ 
gagement between Syria and Israel 
but he indicated he would fly home 
this weekend even without it. 
Kissinger conferred two and one 
half hours in Jerusalem with Israeli 
Prime Minister Golda Meir and then 
flew his ninth shuttle to Damascus 
to talk with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad for the third consecutive day. 
A high American official aboard 
his plane said Kissinger was seeking 
a breakthrough on several of the 
still-pending issues —a thinning out 
of forces, a buffer zone, a role for 
the United Nations and exchange of 
war prisoners. 
He declined to identify the one he 
said was most difficult, but it may 
be a thinning out of troops on both 
sides of the demarcation line which 
has already been agreed. 
For the Syrians, thinning out too 
far might weaken the defenses of 
Damascus. 
The 
official 
said 
Kissinger 


doubted there could be a cease-fire 
unless he gets complete agreement 
on this trip. 


A fter 
m eeting 
M rs. 
M eir, 
Kissinger 
said 
publicly 
that 
he 
expected to go home this weekend, 
and the high official aboard his 
plane said he wanted to start Friday 
or Saturday. At the same time, he 
left the door slightly ajar that 
Kissinger could stay another day if 
complete agreement depended upon 
it. 


Even as Kissinger was meeting 
Israeli officials and beginning his 
ninth shuttle to Damascus, Israel 
made standby preparations for a 
special 
Knesset 
(parliam ent) 
session on Friday to present a 
settlement plan for approval. 


An Israeli spokesman emphasized 
that the Knesset would not be called 
into 
session 
unless 
there 
was 
agreement not only on the cease-fire 
line but also on a buffer zone, a 
thinning out of forces, the role of 
United 
Nations 
troops 
and 
a 
prisoner exchange. 


Committee rules Jaworski 
has authority to subpoena

Senate Judiciary Committee says 
Special Watergate Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski 
has 
the 
authority 
to 
subpoena 
President 
Nixon 
for 
information. 
But in adopting 13 to 1 a resolution 
saying that Tuesday, the committee 
deleted 
a 
proposed 
second 
paragraph which would have said 
Nixon must obey such subpoenas. 
And the committee voted down 9 
to 5 a proposal by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., to hold public 
hearings 
in which Jaworski and 
presidential lawyer James D. St. 
Clair would debate how far the 
prosecutor’s powers extend. 
With those actions, the committee 
ducked the brunt of a potentially 
explosive issue. Jaworski raised the 
issue this week when he formally 
complained to the committee that 
Nixon was trying to dictate what 
evidence Jaworski could use and 
trying 
to 
to deny 
his right to 


subpoena 
information 
from 
the 
President. 


In a letter to the committee 
Monday, 
Jaworski 
said 
Nixon’s 
stand violated assurances made to 
him when he took on his job that he 
would have the right to sue the 
President 
for 
information. 
That 
letter 
prompted 
an 
emergency 
closed-door 
session 
of 
the 
committee Tuesday. 


What emerged was a resolution 
c o m m e n d i n g 
J a w o r s k i 
f or 
“ fidelity” to his duties. 


Sen. 
Kennedy 
urged 
public 
hearings on the issue of just what 
understandings 
were 
given 
to 
Jaworski as to his powers. Sen. John 
V. Tunney, D-Calif., argued that 
such hearings would be an “ over­ 
reaction” and a “diversion.” 
Federal Judge John J. Sirica has 
ruled that Jaworski is entitled to 
subpoenaed information. The White 
House says it will appeal.

Council delays passage 
of discharge ordinance

Lompoc’s already tight 
dealine bind for qualifying 
for grant money for its 
massive 
new 
sewage 
system was cinched up a 
little tighter last night. 
The City Council put off 
for a 
week 
the 
second 
reading of a sewage mineral 
discharge 
ordinance 
that 
the state says must be law 
this July first if the city is 
too stay on the trail of an 
87 5 per cent grant for the 
$12 million Lompoc Valley 
Regional 
Wastewater 
Management System, slated 
for construction by 1977. 
The 
delay 
is 
to give 
engineers of the local Red 
Star 
Industrial 
Laundry 
time to study ordinance 
provisions 
that 
manager 
Robert Kranig said “ Could 
make 
the 
difference 
between existing and not 
existing for our company in 
the city.” 
Red Star and three other 
local 
industries 
which 
discharge over 1.000 pounds 
of salts monthly into the 
sewage system, would have 
to cut their discharges to 
under 
this 
amount 
by 
February 1, 1975 under the 
measure. 
But 
the 
crux 
of 
the 
problem. Kranig said, was 
not the limitation on brine 
(salt water) discharges so 
much 
as 
accompanying 
regulations on discharges of 
other chemicals. 
Kraing 
said 
that 
his 
company has been aware of 
the 
brine 
discharge 
requirements for some time 
and was prepared to meet 
them but that “ the fact that 
other 
effluent 
is 
also 
included in the ordinance 
only came to our attention 
when we received a copy of 
the ordinance last week.” 
Relating a consultant’s 
opinion that the ordinance is 
one of the most restrictive 
in California, Kranig said 
“ We simply haven’t had 
sufficient time to view it, to 
analyze it by people who 
are qualified to analyze it 
and if possible come up with 
alternatives...We 
really 
don’t know at this point 
whether its liveable or not 
liveable...” Kranig said the 
consultant will be in this 
area next week 
Kenneth 
W icks, 
administrator of Lompoc 
District Hospital, another of 
the local industries affected 
by the ordinance, said that 
he too only became aware of 
the 
parallel 
mineral 
discharge requirements a 
week ago. 
Saying he’d not yet read 
the measure, Wicks left 
open the possibility that the 
hospital might share some 
of Red Star’s problems in 
complying with it. 
The 
proposed 
measure 
made 
its 
debut 
on 
the 
council floor May 7, when 
its first reading was passed. 
This followed the release of 
state wastewater discharge 
requirements for Lompoc 
on April 23. Before this 
there 
was 
a 
period 
of 
publicized public debate on 
the 
source 
control 
controversy of more than a 


month 
City Administrator Gene 
Wählers, who authored the 
mineral measure, told the 
council 
last 
night 
that 
further delay in its passage 
would 
make 
for 
tight 
maneuvering in meeting the 
state deadline 
Describing 
the 
time 
frame as "critical,” the 
administrator added that 
the ordinance provides for 
individual 
arrangements 
with 
industries like Red 
Star 
with 
particular 
problems complying with 
the restrictions. 
The time sequence for the 
ordinance’s 
passage 
is 
tricky. Any city ordinance, 
under state law, must have 
its second reading passed a 
minimum of five days after 
an intial passage, called the 


first 
reading 
It 
then 
becomes law in 31 days. 
It was the second reading 
of the proposed 
minera- 
limiting ordinance that was 
postponed last night.

Attorney Alan Davidson, if 
substantial

may be trimmed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee has tentatively 
agreed 
to 
increase 
the 
amount of medical expenses 
a 
taxpayer 
must 
have 
before medical deductions 
can be claimed. 


The decision, which could 
be changed before a final 
version of the general tax 
reform bill emerges from 
the committee, would mean 
a taxpayer could claim only 
those combined medical and 
drug expenses exceeding 5 
per cent of adjusted gross 
income. 


Under 
c u rre n t 
law, 
medical expenses above 3 
per cent and prescription 
drugs above 1 per cent of 
adjusted gross income may 
be claimed. The committee 
changes, combined with an 
earlier tentative decision to 
do away with the deduction 
of the first $150 of medical 
insurance premiums, would 
cost the taxpayers about $1 
billion a year. 


The decision Monday was 
part, of about $2.8 billion in 
deductions 
te n ta tiv e ly 
e lim in a te d 
by 
the 
committee. The committee 
now will, in effect, give the 
money back to the taxpayer 
by other changes in the tax 
laws 
The object of the 
exercise is to simplify tax 
forms.

April food bills drop 
topic of Board, staff hassle 
smiled on

County Reporter 
Board of Supervisors chairman Charles F. Catterlin 
lashed out Monday at the County Planning Department 
staff for advocating a rollback to 100-acre general 
agricultural zoning for the proposed 63-lot 
ranchette 
residential subdivision of Fillmore Condit in Santa Ynez 
Valley. 
Catterlin told Planning Director Britt Johnson that your 
department is coming back with a recommendation totally 
inconsistent” with what the county supervisors have 
directed 
He added: 
“ 1 strongly urge you tell the Planning Department staff 
that the Board of Supervisors is running the county 
“ And also tell the Planning Department that it shouldn’t 
plan,” broke in Supervisor James M. Slater, Santa Ynez 
Valley representative on the board, in a caustic reply to 
Catterlin, 
The recommendation for low-density use of the Condit 
property east of IjOS Olivos came as a part of a staff- 
prepared specific plan for the development, on the basis of 
state legislation that it is a land project, first in the county 
Opposed to the planning staff specific plan before the 
supervisors is a developer-prepared plan which is similar in 
many respects but shows a plan to accommodate present 
zoning for smaller acreage parcels. 
The board voted to continue the public hearing on the two 
differing plans on June 3 when it was discovered that a 
public hearing was not noticed for Monday. 
Catterlin told Johnson that the supervisors took favorable 
action April 1 on the Condit project, “ but it got to the 
Planning Commission May 15.” 
He described as “ very peculiar” also the fact that the

project engineers, U.S. Grant and Son, submitted a specific 
plan to the county early in April and it didn’t reach the 
commission until May 15 either 
Johnson explained that environmental review processes 
and an “ oversight” by the planning staff in not supplying 
commissioners with specific plans until the May 15 meeting 
has caused a delay in decisions at that level 
“ Pm concerned with the rather lax attitude of the 
Planning Department,” Catterlin went on. 
Johnson said it “ had been assumed the advance planning 
section of the department” would expedite the plans and 
advance planning evidently assumed others would take 
care of the matter. 
The actions by the supervisors in judging that the project 
wouldn’t have adverse environmental impacts and in 
approving the tentative map were by 3-2 votes. 
Royee Lewellen, Solvang attorney representing Condit, 
claimed “ zoning divisions have already been made” 
covering the property 18 miles from Ixis Olivos. He 
claimed there was no need to require protection of ground 
water on behalf of other properties He felt there was 
“ more than adequate water on this property” for 
prospective users, and said he felt any data put forward to 
claim a possible shortage was “ unsupported” at this time

The right way 


There is an adage one hears fairly 
regularly 
dealing 
with 
being 
caught 
between a rock and a hard spot. It appears 
as if the people of the United States are 
now in such a position as regards their 
President and his office. 
Many experts, both 
in and out of 
W ashington, 
are 
p red ictin g 
the 
impeachment 
of 
President 
Nixon, 
although not many are willing to express 
themselves 
as to the outcome of 
a 
subsequent 
trial 
by 
the 
Senate. 
The 
alternative to this action, of course, is 
Nixon s resignation. But he has said tim e 
and again he will not resign, which is not to 
say he won’t change his mind 
in any event, either impeachment or 
resignation has many American in a 
quandry. Both would leave the country 
with somewhat of a token president for 
two years. There would be the possibility 
that 
Nixon’s successor, Gerald 
Ford, 
would be nothing more than a figurehead, 
or puppet, with the present administrator 
still 
pulling 
the 
strings. 
Another 
possibility, and one infinitely more scary 
would be a government run by several 
powerful cabinet secretaries instead of by 
one strong president. 
Herein 
lies 
the 
problem 
for 
all 
Americans. If both impeachment and re­ 
signation would devastate the country in 
the eyes of the populace, then what course 
of action can be taken, ever, in the case of 
a President who is either incompetent or a 
crook, or both? If no one wants to engage 
in 
an 
action 
as 
d ista ste fu l 
as 
impeachment, and if the President refuses 
to step down voluntarily, then what can be 
done? 
While the framers of the Constitution 
well recognized the potential for abuse of 
office on the part of a President, whoever 
he may be, and wrote the impeachment 
clause to cover just that eventuality, it 
appears as if they failed to take into 
consideration the effect such action might 
have on the country. Or, they foresaw the 
havoc impeachment proceedings would 
visit upon the U.S. and decided that a 
national trauma would underline the need 
for all Americans to pay more attention to

whatever area of government prompted 
the impeachment proceedings in the first 
place. I favor the last reading, as other 
nuances contained in the Constitutional 
document suggest these men knew what 
they were doing, all the way down to the 
placement of a comma or period. 
With 
his 
resignation 
personally 
discarded by the President, and being an 
admitted strict constructionist of our 
Constitution, Nixon must be willing to be 
impeached as the only alternative. 


As for the American people, it would be 
a very dangerous position to take were we 
to forgo any legal proceedings against 
Nixon, no matter the outcome for him 
personally 
or 
for 
the 
presidency 
in 
general. Grave charges have been leveled 
against him and his administration of 
government. To 
sweep these charges 
under the rug to preserve the appearance 
of unity would be as disastrous a precedent 
for the United States as one can imagine. 
To be sure, the impeachment of a 
President is a harrowing experience, but is 
finally more conducive to the continuation 
of a free form of government, ruled by 
laws, than would be the suppression of 
charges and impeachment proceedings in 
the name of protecting the presidency. 


The very term “ impeachment’’ stirs up 
all kinds of horrible feelings, when in fact 
the President, if innocent as he claim s, 
should be demanding that proceeding. 
Impeachment would bring out all the 
facts of this most sordid case of which 
Watergate is but the tip of the iceberg. An 
impeachment, when carried through the 
House of Representatives to the Senate, 
where he would actually be tried on the 
charges outlined in the House Bill of 
Impeachment, would either exonerate the 
President, or it would show him guilty as 
charged, and he would be turned from 
office. 
Within the context of either outcome, 
justice would be served and the tenets of 
the Constitution upheld, and those two 
considerations should always be placed 
above all other considerations in the 
American mind.

take an even dim­ 
mer view of the 
continued 
clamor 
for 
resignation.

representative 
government. 
For 
underlying 
the 
cry 
for 
resignation now is the fear of both 
those who believe him innocent and 
those who believe him guilty, that 
for partisan reasons, the Senate will 
not administer impartial justice to 
him. 
They 
doubt

honor, 
intregrity, and patriotism of the 
Senate. 
They 
doubt 
that 
our 
representative form of government 
will work to the good of the country 
in this hour of crisis.” 
Mrs. Luce’s point, in some ways, 
harmonizes 
with 
that 
of

Washington Post, though it is not 
unsafe to suppose that this is so for 
different reasons. The Post cares 
greatly that at some future season 
historians will not say that Nixon 
was driven unfairly out of office, by 
such scorpions as the Washington 
Post. Mrs. Luce, one is entitled to 
suspect, believes that when all the 
charges 
are

presented to Congress, they will say 
that there isn’t enough there to 
impeach and convict. Both Mrs. 
Luce 
and

would 
presumably agree that if Mr. Nixon 
should resign, his manner of going 
would be crucial. If he

after giving the Congress something

contendere,

admission of guilt of some sort — 
both friends and critics would be 
appeased. Failing that? 
“ You will be touched by the 
nobility of the arguments” given by

Courage. 
“ Most relevant of all is the part 
played by the press during the 
impeachment and trial.

many Senators he thinks there are 
today 
who would be willing to 
sacrifice their political lives in the 
service of Impartial Justice, and for 
the good of the country. He would 
certainly have to say all ’ But I 
think there would be no fewer there 
than there would be columnists or 
editors who would sacrifice their 
careers, if their publishers were to 
tell them that they had to give up 
their way of life: beating on Nixon 
and calling for his resignation ” 


And Mrs. Luce gives an adroit — 
one is tempted to say feminine twist 
to her analysis. She writes: “ The 
columnists who ask Nixon to resign 
are, and always have been, wasting 
their breath If the President is the 
low, 
despicable, 
self-serving, 
criminal character he is widely 
pointed out to be, to call on him to 
rise to noble heights and sacrifice 
himself for the good of the country 
is 
either 
silliness 
or 
sheer 
hypocrisy.” 


And 
she closes with a point 
difficult to argue against. “ As to his 
personal 
condition, 
guilty 
or 
innocent, he would be an utter fool if 
he did not prefer to be judged and 
sentenced by his political peers 


rather than by the Kay Grahams 
and even the Bill Buckleys. The only 
hope he has now of getting a judicial 
hearing for his justifications, or 
extenuating circumstances, and of 
getting 
them 
unedited 
into the 
Record, remains in his trial in the 
Senate. The great court of the 
Senate is now the only place where 
he can, still wearing the dignity his 
office confers on him, meet his 
rendezvous with the judgment of 
History. And even if the shame and 
agony of a verdict of guilty is to be 
his lot, surely he would rather go 
out with a bang in the Senate, than 
with a whimper in Wicker’s column. 
Wouldn’t you, really?” 


Well, yes.. But there are those, 
myself included, who have simply 
not denied that Mr. Nixon has a 
devotion to his country and to his 
ideals, and who insist that he is 
uniquely situated to judge whether 
the republic will be better off even if 


the Senate should exonerate Nixon, 
which is why, I persist, it is one 
thing to say that the country would 
be better off with Gerald Ford as 


President, and another that the 
country would be better off with 
Nixon pushed away, so as to make 
Gerald Ford President.

being provided for education are not 
being spent properly, the action of 
the L A. board should convince the 
citizens that all is not well with the 
administration of their tax dollars. 
The L A. board is symbolic of a 
growing

their own nests first. If anything is 
left 
over 
it can 
be 
spent on 
education. 
The state budget alone this year 
provides more than $2 billion for the 
support of local schools, $500 million 
for the University of California, and 
$450 million for the state colleges. 
Millions more for local schools will 
come from local property taxes and 
federal allocations. The University 
budget total is near $1 billion while 
the colleges will have more than 
$650 
m illion, 
both 
getting 
augmented funds. 
Much attention has been given to 
the salaries paid to U.C. President 
Charles J. Hitch and State College 
Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke. Each 
receive $55,000 which is more than is 
paid the Governor of California. But 
there 
are 
many 
more 
at the 
University whose salaries exceed 
that. 
Also paid more than the governor 
is 
Los 
Angeles 
City 
School 
Superintendent William Johnston. 
His salary of $50,000 and those of 24 
of his assistants is also far greater 
than that paid State Superintendent 
Wilson Riles whose $35,000 is a 
respectable wage. In addition to the 
L A. schools, about 75 other district 
school 
superintendents are paid 
more than Riles. 
Because of these salaries, along 
with the “fringe benefits” such as

WASHINGTON (UPI * 
Cattle feeders who have 
been losing money since last 
autumn 
all 
can 
expect 
prices for live cattle to 
move up about 10 per cent 
this summer and may begin 
seeing black ink in their 
ledgers in some cases by 
fall, 
government 
economists predict 
For 
consumers, 
economist John Larsen said 
the 
trend 
probably 
will 
bring retail beef prices up 
from the spring dip under 
wav 
since 
March 
But 
supermarket prices will not 
go all the way back to the 
records set last February, 
Larsen predicted 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Earl L Butz. in a speech 
Tuesday at South Sioux City. 
Neb , said beef feeders now 
can see some hope for 
profits because the price of 
young cattle moving into 
feedlots has declined, feed 
costs have come down and a 
declining beef supply this 
summer 
should 
improve 
prices 
for 
fattened 
slaughter cattle. 
"That 
prospect., should 
mean that at some point the 
profit picture in the cattle 
industry is going to turn 
around, perhaps by late 
summer or fall, Butz said. 
Slaughter cattle prices 
have been held down partly, 
Butz noted, by a large 
supply of steers that have 
been 
retained long 
past 
normal sales dates and fed 
to 
heavier 
than 
usual 
weights by producers hoping 
for a price rise The heavy 
cattle are now being sold off 
and should be gone in about 
three 
months. 
Butz 
predicted. 
Larsen said he and other 
department 
economists 
expect prices for live readv- 
to-slaughter beef cattle to 
move 
from 
the 
present 
average of about 41 cents a 
pound to about 45 cents by 
summer, a gam of about 10 
per 
cent. 
But 
the 
accompanying increase in 
retail prices will be far 
smaller, he said. 
Average retail prices for 
choice grade beef, which 
stood at about $1.34 a pound 
for all cuts last December, 
soared early this year to a 
record of $1.50 in February 
before dropping to $1.42 in 
March. The April average 
has not yet been officially 
reported, but Larsen said it 
will be below $1.40 a pound 
and perhaps slightly above 
the December price. 
Increases this summer will 
stop somewhere between 
the under $1 40 range and 
the $1.50 record, he said. 
The economist said he 
could not predict that the 
entire beef feeding industry, 
which had been reporting 
losses of $100 a head and 
more earlier this 
year, 
would be making a profit by 
fall But “ some feeders” at 
least should be in the black 
by then, he said. 
The 
Agriculture 
Department, 
meanwhile, 
issued a new report showing 
the number of slaughter 
cattle marketed in seven 
major producing states in 
April reached 1 644 million 
head, up 14 per cent from a 
year earlier. The report 
confirmed predictions that 
production will ease off in 
the summer by estimating 
the number of cattle on feed 
May 1 for slaughter later in 
the year was 8.351 million 
head, down 10 per cent from 
a year earlier and about 
450,000 head less than the 
number on feed April 1. 
In other developments: 
—Rep. Bob Price, R-Tex., 
urged President Nixon to 
create an emergency fund 
to guarantee up to $3 billion 
in loans to cattlemen by 
private lending agencies He 
said cattlemen in Texas 
alone 
have 
suffered 
$1 
billion in losses since last 
summer and will not be able 
to get credit for continued 
operations 
unless 
the 
government 
provides 
a 
guarantee to lenders.

major medical centers—are 
able to predict when fetal 
lungs are too immature for 
birth 


Dr. 
Philip 
Sunshine, 
director of pediatrics at the 
Stanford 
Medical School, 
says, 
“ This 
procedure 
should 
be 
done 
on 
all 
elective deliveries—both ca­ 
esarean 
sections 
and 
induced 
labor. 
It 
is 
amazingly 
accurate 
and 
safe.” 


The 
Stanford 
Medical 
Center runs the test for 
hospitals in Mountain View, 
Santa 
Clara, 
Modesto, 
Watsonville and Hayward. 
“ At Kaiser Hospital in 
Hayward, this test has cut 
the incidence of hyaline 
membrane disease by 50 per 
cent even though they have 
an increasing birth rate,” 
Dr. Sunshine says. 


Hyaline 
membrane 
disease, which affects the 
lungs of prematurely bom 
babies, was responsible for 
the death of Patrick Bouvier 
Kennedy in 1963. 


Stanford has been running 
the 
test 
since 
it 
was 
discovered four years ago 
by Dr. Louis Gluck of San 
Diego However, not every 
obstetrician orders the test 
for patients where it is 
indicated. 
Dr. 
Sunshine 
says. 
He 
refuses 
to 
speculate on why it is not 
universally used. 


The test involves drawing 
amniotic fluid from the 
uterus of pregnant women

Phillips is keeping tabs on a 
global 
network 
of 
oil 
concessions, completing a 
two 
volume 
book 
and 
planning a marriage, all 
from a hospital bed 
Explorer, archaeologist, 
scholar 
and 
oil 
man, 
Phillips’ life sounds like a 
tale out of the “ Arabian 
Nights 
Hut the confidant 
of kings and princes who 
received an oil concession 
as a gift from a sultan is just 
as happy to talk about his 
impending marriage as his 
oil concessions 
Prom his hospital bed at 
the 
Pacific 
Institute 
of 
Rehabilitation 
Medicine 
where he is recuperating 
from a heart attack and a 
stroke, millionaire Phillips 
is 
running 
the 
Wendell 
Phillips Oil Co., with 100 
million 
acres 
of 
oil 
concessions 
around 
the 
world 
“ It’s 
not 
easy,” 
he 
admitted, “ but I ’m doing 
it,” acknowledging the help 
of 
his 
sister, 
Merilyn 
Hodgson of Palls Church, 
Va., who has been by his 
side since the illness struck 
But at night when the 
phone 
is quiet and 
the 
stream of visitors cease, the 
52-year-old 
explorer’s 
thoughts travel to the young 
woman waiting to be his 
bride. 
“ As soon as I get out of 
here, I plan to marry a 
beautiful 
Japanese girl,” 
Phillips said smiling Then, 
it's off to the Arab Republic 
of Yemen to continue the 
excavation of the Queen of 
Sheba’s capital after an 
absence of 22 years. 
The 
woman 
who 
will 
become 
the 
third 
Mrs. 
Wendell Phillips is Kishi 
Nobata, 
a 
28-year-old 
former hostess of the famed 
Copacabana in Tokyo. Bea­ 
ming, 
Phillips 
described 
how the match came about. 
“ I ’ve 
been 
traveling 
continuously in the last 10 or 
15 years,” he said. “ I ’ve 
gone around the world 96 
times.” 
“ But after my trips. I'd 
come home to my beautiful 
Arabic 
penthouse 
in 
Waikiki There are plaques 
and degrees all over the 


walls, 
rare 
books 
and 
artifacts, but I was alone 
There was no one around to 
enjoy it all with.” 
“ I thought, where can 1 
meet some of the nicest, 
p re ttie st 
and 
most 
charming girls?” 
Phillips 
went 
to 
the 
Copacabana 
and 
started 
talking with Miss Nobata, 
who did not recognize him. 
But 
Phillips 
found 
her 
interesting and told her who 
he was, and the romance 
blossomed. 
Although Phillips’ heart 
attack Christmas Kve left 
him bedridden and weak at 
first, he is walking again 
with a cane and gallantly 
looking forward to the day 
he “ walks down the aisle” 
with Miss Nobata. 
With 
three 
earned 
doctorates, 
22 
honorary 
degrees, vast oil interests 
and wealth, Phillips admits 
that his main interest is 
archeology and cannot wait 
to 
be 
standing 
at 
an 
excavation site again, with 
the sun pounding down and 
the sands swirling around 
him. 
Phillips’ 
big 
economic 
break came in the early 
1950s when he received a 
token of esteem from Said 
Bin Tairnur, the late sultan 
of Oman, who “ had been 
like a father” to him after 
several 
archeological 
expeditions in the country. 
The 
gift 
was 
an 
oil 
concession 
the 
size 
of 
Indiana 
“ I know nothing about 
oil,” Phillips said, “ but the 
sultan said he was sure I 
could learn if I put my mind 
to it.” 
Phillips did just that. He 
has since acquired oil lands 
in Libya, Venezuela, New 
Guinea, 
Indonesia. 
Haiti 
and off South Korea. 
Phillips was only in his 
twenties when he started 
leading 
archaeological 
expeditions, and they have 
been his “ first love” ever 
since. He plans to return to 
Yemen, with government 
permission, to embark on an 
"expedition into the land of 
frankincense.” 
“ I hope to find the tomb of 
the Queen of Sheba,” he 
said, "and complete the 
excavation of 
the 
Moon 


Temple that goes bar k to 
the 8th century B C ” 
“ We had only a few feet to 
go and we would have been 
at the Queen of Sheba’s 
level,” he said 
However, 
political upheaval 
in the 
country in the early 1950s 
forced 
Phillips 
to 
flee, 
abandoning valuable equip 
ment, and 
he has been 
waiting for more than two 
decades to return to the site, 
“ one 
of 
the 
great 
archaeological 
treasure 
houses of the world ” 
Phillips’ simple hospital 
room is a sharp contrast to 
his 
luxurious 
apartment, 
with 
maroon 
Turkish 
tapestries 
covering 
the 
walls, 
Egyptian 
camel 
saddles 
used 
for 
seats, 
incense burners from South 
Arabia, vases from Iran, 
Omani 
coffee 
pots 
and 
E g y p t ia n 
a r t i f a c t s 
thousands of years old. 
In his office on the 14th 
floor of a Waikiki bank 
building, a telephone sits on 
a stuffed elephant’s foot, 
rare books line the walls and 
more relics testify to his 
travels 
and 
explorations. 
The major collection of 
Phillips’ 
treasures 
are 
stored at the Smithsonian 
Institution. 
But Phillips' dynamic life 
is even apparent in the plain 
hospital room, filled with 
books, business papers and 
his 
two 
volume, 
“ An 
Explorer Looks at the Life 
of Jesus.” Phillips’ books on 
Oman are the standard texts 
on the remote country 
The only American to be 
made sbeikh of an Arabian 
tribe remembers wanting to 
“ go exploring” while still a 
newspaper boy in his teens 
in Oakland and Sacramento, 
Calif. From the time he 
graduated 
from 
the 
University of Ca*ifomia in 
paleontology 
m 
1943, 
Phillips has parlayed his 
likeable personality, brains 
and business sense into a 
story that takes up where 
Scheherazade left off. 
Before he was finished 
with an expedition to Africa 
in 1947, Phillips, then 25, had 
either met or enlisted the 
aid of such names as Gen.

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Liberating the world's last minority

First in a Series) 
WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
To hear some social scientists 
tell it, the real problems of 
children began witn the inven­ 
tion of children. 


The theory is that kids did 
not exist before the 13th cen­ 
tury; they were known then 
simply as little people, with­ 
out special classification, and 
thus were expected almost 
from birth to assume all the 
responsibilities of and expect 
the 1 rewards and punish­ 
ments' of then "egalitarian” 
medieval society. 
Though the arrangement 
had certain benefits for the 
young, chief among which 
was a raw kind of oppor­ 
tunity the world of the Re­ 
formation and after came to 
look on it as barbarous. Thus 
civilization began to recogn­ 
ize youngsters as different, as 
less strong, as less capable. 
The Age of Reason 
assigned to youth the nega­ 
tive qualities of irrationality 
and childishness And soever 
since, child advocates be­ 
lieve. Western children have 
existed as the most vulner­ 
able ot human minorities and 
have been subjugated, ex­ 
ploited and stunted by the 
modern" adult civilization. 
Well, so the thesis is 
debatable But tor some it ex­ 
plains the roots of what is in­ 
creasingly being seen as the 
contemporary oppression of 
American youth. 
Taxpayers and parents 
may comfortably believe the 
children are leading lives of 
wonder — "every day a 
lollipop" — but growing num­ 
bers of critics say otherwise. 
What w ith blacks having won 
their civil rights, and women 
working hard for similar 
victory, kids are said to be 
"the last niggers. 
In 
his 
new 
book 
"Birthrights” , psychologist 
Richard Farson argues that 
our w orld is not a good place 
for children." He insists ev­ 
ery American institution dis­ 
criminates against them, and 
that all adults have "come to 
feel that it is either natural or 
necessary to join in the dis­ 
crimination." 
He calls therefore for the 
ultimate (and at first glance 
somewhat amusing) move­ 
ment Childrens Liberation 
tor the nation’s 72 million 
non-adults. 
It's not as humorous as it 
seems. Since the Age of Rea­ 
son created "benevolence" 
for children, millions of kids 
have been battered about in 
the name of humanity. 
Early Massachusetts had a 
law allowing the stoning of 
youngsters who were ornery 
to parents; the child labor 
sweatshops of 19th Century 
America nauseated people in 
other industrialized nations; 
and today, though there are 
hundreds of thousands of 
child specialists, teachers, 
psychologists, pediatricians, 
nurses, guidance counselors, 
school administrators and 
other supposedly protective 
interventionists, kids still 
suffer in the clutches of adult 
courts, adult homes, adult 
schools — in essence those 
under 18 remain the property 
of those over. 
Psychologist Farson would 
change all this radically. He 
calls for the granting of 
codified civil rights for 
children. His argument is not 
that youth has earned them, 
but that their birthrights de­ 
mand them. 
Begin with the vote, Farson 
says. When a kid can pull the 
lever physically he is ready 
to do it legally. "I don’t say 


they’d vote intelligently — 
we don’t grant the vote on in­ 
telligence, but on right." Far­ 
son says that the vote would 
give kids a voice, a potential 
72 million voices, w ith 4 mil­ 
lion new voices born yearly, 
and demand for them politi­ 
cal recognition. 
As a constituency, then, the 
children would presumably 
win the remainder of their 
rights; the right to self deter­ 
mination, the right to alter­ 
native home environments, 
the right to freedom from 
punishment, the right to sex, 
the right to information, the 
right to privacy, the right to 
economic powrer. 
“Children’s liberation does 
not mean a negation of all 
standards," Farson says, 
"just double standards. Be­ 
havior would still be guided 
by ethics, morals, beliefs and 
laws The fundamental rule; 
no victimization. 
Clearly, given the history 
of adult-child relationships, 
Children’s Lib would not be 
an easy pill for grown-ups to 
swallow. As psychologist 
Hillary Rodham writes in a 
recent issue of the Harvard 
Education Review: 
"The basic rationale deny­ 
ing children’s rights is that 
certain people are incapable 
ol handling responsibility 
and consequently need social 
institutions specifically 
designed to safeguard their 
p o s itio n s .” She adds 
puckishly that this is the 
same rationale which cre- 


ated slavery and Indian 


reservations. 
Regardless of the implica­ 
tions of the rationale, how­ 
ever, it is almost universally 
accepted. Aristotle separated 
parental rule from Constitu­ 
tional rule, because in this 
one case it is superior, being 
based usually on love, experi­ 
ence and protection 
And 
Cornell University family ex­ 
pert Dr. Urie Bronfenbrenner 
Believes that while children 
of autocratic parents may 


end up m iserab le, they 
seldom end up abandoned, 
forgotten or incompetent. 


And beneath this intellec­ 


tual support of parental 
authority, there lies a much 
larger vein of common sense. 
Father may not indefectablv 
know best, but his overall 
record is fairly decent. "Let’s 
not forget," says Dr Edward 
Zigler, former director of the 
U.S. Office of Child Develop­ 


ment, "lots of our kids are 
doing just fine Let’s not say 
they re all going to hell in a 
wheelbarrow 
And so the Farson theory is 
not expected to soon develop 
in its fullest form. Even he 
admits most people aren’t 
ready for kids who make 
their own choice of eating T 
bones or Twinkles. 
Asks Dr. Bronfenbreener 
"Free choice is Very noble, 
but what if your daughter 


chooses to become a prosti­ 
tute'’ 
Farson answers 
lamely that "all we can do as 
adults is to give concern and 
persuasion.' 
Beside the obvious diffi­ 
culties in granting total 
freedom to children, there 
are the associated risks. One 
being the possible roadmin- 
mg of-family structure. If a 
child is to be treated as any­ 
one else, then he can be 
thrown out of the home as a 


would “ go the extra mile" 
Farson suggests 
But this isn't to say Farson 
doesn’t strike a nerve 
In 
many ways children are op­ 
pressed. One example 
in 
divorce, both wife and hus­ 
band are entitled to counsel, 
but no one represents tin* 
rights of the child. Because of 
questionable areas such as 
this, Child Advocacy, if not 
Child Lib, is growing. Few 
suggest any return to the 
dark ages when kids were 
almost equal but also ex­ 
traordinarily vulnerable, the 
modern way to free the young 


is to respect them, to allow 
them access, to give them 
their real birthrights, that of 
joining the human search for 
Belter things. 
Courts are worse 
Unlike adult court, the 
rooms are decorated with 
Boys’ Life paintings which 
depict families cavorting on 
mountaiHtops and happy lads 
playing baseball Also unlike 
adult court, the defendants 
sometimes appear without 
counsel, they often do not 
understand the proceedings 
or even know the charges 
against »hem, and they stand 


all during trial as il it were 
naught but sentencing time 
It is in the view of many lit­ 
tle else but a farce The kids 
facing the bench are mostly 
poor, mostly black and 
mostly without even rudi­ 
mentary safeguards 
The Supreme Court did 
decide (in 1967) that juveniles 
were entitled to Constitu­ 
tional guarantees m court, 
about time, but in fact they 
are still little more than non 
people facing a bnet and 
often cruel kind of non- 
justice. 
Unlike adults, juveniles in 
Philadelphia (and the rest of 


bail or jury and the conduct 
of court proceedings is 
haphazard and variable 
Hearsay is frequently 
allowed, public defenders 
seldom employ the adversary 
system and when it’s all over, 
the punishments are not 
made to fit the crimes, but 
the children 
At least one judge here 
says the whole proceedings are 
legally illegitimate Lois 
Forer. named to the Philadel­ 
phia bench two years ago, 
refuses to sit in family court 
hecausc: “ In fact, the 
juvenile is not in a world of 


protection, or in the world of 
the adult with its rules and 
rights The juvenile is in lim­ 
bo, the place to which worth­ 
less things are relegated." 
The same description 
might fairly tie made for the 
whole system ol juvenile 
justice in America 
Police 
can arrest children for 
offenses — such as "incor­ 
rigibility 
and "wayward­ 
ness* — which do not even 
exist in the adult community. 
Uhildren can be tried in pro­ 
ceedings so quick and har­ 
ried — judges regularly hear 
30 35 juvenile cases a day — 


that only th«' written record 
remembers what has hap­ 
pened 
And even when they're not 
guilty of crime, but just un­ 
fortunate in their selection of 
parents, the kids can be sen­ 
tenced to jails, farms, 
"schools," even mental in­ 
stitutions where they can be 
kept until adults decide an­ 
other course 
Of course, (tie system is not 
meant to be so devastating It 
is actually a charitable re­ 
form" of the nation’s original 
method ol handling youthful 
Offenders: the same way as 
adults In an effort to remove 


children from the punitive 
courts, 19th century social ex- 
porimenters created the con­ 
cept of “juvenile justice." 
And to a large measure, the 
change did extract many kids 
from the rubber hose and 
chain-gang judiciary system 
of the 1800s, but early hopes 
of treatment-oriented im ­ 
position of juveniles were 
dashed on the rocks of a 
slipshod society. 
For seven decades after 
the first juvenile court, 
children were not considered 
people by the Constitution 
Even the 1967 Supreme Court 
ruling has not changed this 


when courts deem it necess­ 
ary; they can be removed 
from home, at the say of a 
judge in 10 minutes, and be 
kept in in stitu tio n s in ­ 
definitely for nothing more 
serious than school truancy. 
So far has the original con­ 
cept of juvenile justice fallen, 
in fact, that the country does 
not even have a good count of 
those kids who experience it. 
Officials can only estimate 
that each year 1 xk to 2 million 
children under 18 fall into the 
hands of the law, perhaps 
300,000 of them winding up 
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incarcerated 
The Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare esti­ 
mates that one of six boys and 
one of nine boys and girls will 
be arrested before age 18 
For the majority, the middle 
class and up, the experience 
will be seldom more than 
temporary; for the poor it can 
be long and chilling 
Large American cities wit­ 
ness the tragic Consequences 
of juvenile justice daily Poor 
children of deceased parents 
are put in mental institutions 
because other facilities are 
full Neglected youngsters 
are placed in "temporary 
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homes” , which turn out to be 
lockups, and occasionally 
escape 
by co m m ittin g 
suicide 
Kids deemed by 
lethargic school administra 
tors to be “ troublemakers" 
are pushed out of class, then 
swept off the streets by 
police, and sentenced to re­ 
formatories by judges who 
can think of no other re­ 
course. 
This is not to say the kids 
arc all totally innocent. The 
FBI reports that almost half 
of all serious crimes in the 
nation are now committed by 
minors. 
Age 15 is an especially dan- 
gorous juncture. They kill, 
t>eat old ladies, work junk 
Fred I aylor, child advocate 
with the Washington-based 
for the Love of Children, ad­ 
mits "Some kids have to be 
jailed, just as som<* adults 
must.” 
Hut do they have to be 
jailed from a courtroom 
where basic civil rights are 
violated ’ And do they have to 
he jailed in penitentiary 
ghettos where they are sub­ 
ject to sexual attack, brutal 
guards and inadequate main­ 
tenance?

When she was a juvenile 
lawyer, Judge Lois Forer 
says she used to hear the same 
plea over and over from kids 
in trouble "No one will listen, 
no one will listen. 
Indeed, the ears as well as 
the eyes of juvenile justice 
are too often closed to the 
ruination it provokes. 
Ostensibly, the concept of 
juvenile justice is to nip |K>- 
tential criminals in the bud, 
to make the nation of tomor­ 
row safer, in fact entire gen­ 
erations ot angry kids have 
grown up knowing that con­ 
victed felon Spiro Agnew can 
go free but habitual truant 
Johnny Jones must pay — it 
is not A lesson of which the 
courts, the prisons or the 
public can be proud.

% pound ground beef 
1 small onion, sliced 
Salt and pepper 
4 ounces mozzarella 
cheese, sliced 
Sesame seeds 


Prepare pizza dough ac­ 
cording to package direc­ 
tions, except add egg yolk 
to dough along with water. 
Let rise 5 minutes. Saute 
ground beef and onion in 
skillet. Stir in pizza sauce 
and canned grated cheese. 
Season to taste with salt and 
jiepper. Remove from heat. 
Let stand several minutes. 


Spread dough out in rec­ 
tangle (approximately 11x14 
inches) on greased cookie 


sheet.
